What Secretary of the Navy Thompson | 


Says About It. 

NEW YORK, December 50.—Ex Secretary 
of the Navv Thompson. who is nowin the 
city. was interviewed by a reporter to-day, 
apd in Jesponse to questions in regard to the 
projected Panama Casal, said in’ substance: 
‘In accepting the position I did in Mr. Les- 
seps’ companyfl acied chiefly from motives of 
business, yet had I seen anything in the pro- 
ject antagonistic to the interests of the Unit- 
ed States, nothing would have indued me to 
go into it: but I do not see any menace to 
our country in the off.sir, nor is it necessarily 
antagonistic to the proposed ca- 
nal by the Nicaragua route, of 
whieh General Grant has been named for 
President. I believe there will be business 
enough for both. On the question of patriot- 
itm I may addto what! have already said 
that by atreaty between this country and 
Grapada(or Colombia—it isthe same thing) 
the United States has guaranteed the neu- 
traiity of any canal crossing Granadian terri- 
tory toconnect the two oceans. This treaty 
was originaliy made for twenty years, but 
to continue in force unless either party should 
give twelve months’ notice of discontinuance, 
No such notice has ever been given, and the 
treaty istherefore in force. In the face of 
this treaty no European power would care to 
interfere with the canaleven if anyof them 
desired to do so, which I do not believe to be 
the case. 

‘There is snother consideration which I 
bave bad in mind, and which you may put in 
print if vou choose, and that is, that when 
this cana! is completed—or the two canals, for 


I believe the more of them th® better—there 
wil! be built a trunk line of railroad through 
Mexico to connect with the canals and make a 
short route to New York, and also help to de- 
velop tbe whole country, and so benefit 
hoth the United States and Mexico. 
dien. Grant has seen this, and has so 
expressed himself ina public speech. Ifthe 
pre ject is carried out, as I have no doubt it 
will be, tbere will be large sums of money to 
be expended for provisions, tools and sup-

As to whether the 
canal will pay or not, I can only say that it is 
a matter of business, and capitalists would 
not invest in itif it did not promise to pay.

An Intellectual Critique of Holman 
Hunt’s Struvge ana Unnatural Pic- 
ture. 

Sr. Loutrs, January 1, 1881. 

Te the Editor of the Poat-Dispatch: 

The case of Public Opinion vs. Mr. William 
Holman Hunt’s painting entitled ‘‘The 
Shadow of Death,’’ was exhaustively sum- 
med up in the two able critiques that appear- 
ed editorially in the Post-DISPATH,Was duly 
submitted, and the almost unanimous verdict 
of the cogn oscentiis, tbat the distinguished 
artist is guiltless of having produceda great 
work of art. Conventional to the last degree, 
deficent in ideality, the highest attribute ~- of 
great art, lacking in knowledge, leathery in 
texture, pennywise and proud, foolish inde- 
tails, questionabie in statement of values, un- 
sustained in motif, in piaces false in color, 
good in drawing, there is little to commend 
in it except its pretentiousness. Many have 
been the definitions of art. Some of them 
too metaphysical to adduce and discussina 
hurried newspaper article. Aristotle bravely 
says: “‘Art is the expression of thought by 
the imitation of a double nature, tnat within 
and that without itself,” and Uthat paintiag 
should represent **not what is but snould ve 
—tbat poetry is truer than history.’’ David 
borrows Benvenuto Cellini’s deiinition, and 
says: ‘‘Artis the representation of beauti- 
ful buman figures with correciness 
of design and in noble attitudes.’’ 
Bacon detines it to be‘*man added to nature.’’

How Glass Cloth is Made. 
Fronithe Pittsburg Commercial. 

After the mass has gradunaily become fused 
into mo!ten glass two of the employes of the 
factory. With torgs, take a mass of giass out of 


' the furnace and then pull it slowly io opposile 
| Girections until itgradually stretches along the 


feor of the factory, like a red-hot rope, from 
one end of the upartment to the oiber. After 
a sufficient number of these long rope®s of class 
have been drawn, say of a thickness from haif 


' to three quarters of au inchio diameter, they 


are cut into lengths of tnree feet each and al- 
lowed to cool, becoming annealed fradually. 
Thev are then taken intothe spinning-roowm. 
Here there isa large criving-wheel made of 
wood, ecizht and one-half feet in ciameter. 
The periphery of this wheel is 
smooth and  abeut twelve inches In 
Width. his wheel tan be rerolved 
at the rate of <0 revolutions per 
minute, the motion lheing furnished by steam 
power. Atone side there isa small stand 
witb a hot-air blow-pipe setat rgbt anzies 
with the wheel. The operator takes one of 
these Dars of glass three feet long and holus 
theend intbis hot biast, which is sufficientiy 
bot to meit the ulass. A thread of giass is 
then drawn out of the bar with a pair of 
pinchers, and fastened around the circumfer- 
ence of the wheel. Tbe steam is then turn- 
ed on and the wheel beginsto revolve. From 
the bar of glass held inthe hot flime there 
steadiiy runs athresdof wlass. At fiest itis 
thick, butastbe number 
the wheel increases the thread gradualiv 
dwindles down until it becomes as fine as gos- 
samer, orthe finest silk thread. If it ve de- 
sired to run more than one thread at a time, 
ane ther end is started and fastened in the same 
way and wound around the whee! atthe rate 
of three or four miles a min- 
ute. Singular as it may appear, the 
finer the thread is *pun the more 
elastic and pliable it becomes. In addition to 
tbe pliability it has alse a great tensile 
strength. After an immense coil 
of the giass thread has been 
made it is bound together iu skeins. 
The next step in the fabrication of giass cloth 
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isthe Weaving. For this pur a weaving 
machine much resembling a silk weaving ma- 
chine is used. The fibres of giass are strech- 
ed across the loom, and the operator passes 
the spindie from side to side, thus uniting 
together the warp and woof. By regulating 
the machinery the texture of the fabric can 
be made fine or coarse as may be desired. 
The threads which have gained, strength by 
the degrees of fineness to which they have 
been spun, unite together like silk threads. 
Not only can a fine-grained fabric be made, 
but a lace pattern, no matter how intricate, 
can be exactly reproduced. A roll of glass 
cloth can be either made of glass of onetaldt 
or of a combination of colors. Th 
amber giass, much resembling 

gless, clear glass and purpk iridescent 
glasscan be closely woven\tovgetber in one 
fabric, roducing a marvelously beau- 
tiful fabric, glittering under gus-licht dike an 
immense setting of precious gems of infini- 
tesimal size. 


AN ARKANSAS ASSASSINATION. 


A Physician Murdered While on His 
Way to See a Patient. 
From the Alma (Ark. ) Independent. 


On Saturday morning last our city was 
thrown into astate of the wildest excitement 
by the report of the murder of one of our 
best anc most highly esteemed citizens, Dr. 
W.L. Cathey, about a mile from town, while 
on his Way to visita patient. No less than 
ten minutes after the news reached town 
dozens of armed men were out scouting the 
country in every direction for the men-who 
committed the foul deed. 
that led to ithe killing were about as fol- 
lows: 

On Friday evening—the day before tbe kill- 
ing—it seemed that W. L. Bland, the man 
who committed the crime, Was in town, and 
engaged in a dispute with Dr. Cathey over a 
footrace. The doctor offered to lend a negro 
a Gollar to bet on the race, whereupon Bland, 
who had been drinking, became mad, and 
began abusing Dr. Cathey. After some 
words passed between tnem, Bland left, 
Went into a store and tried to borrow a pis- 
tol. Feilirgio this, after yvoing toa saloon 
and talking the matter over with a friend, he 
fiwally ic it town, swearing vengeance against 
Dr. Cathey. Dr. Cathey thought no more 
about the matier, and the next morning 
mounted bis horse ss usual, to visit a patient 
a short distance in the country. 
ing along the road nexr Boydston’s house, on 
Kuykendail’s place, apcuta mile southwest 
of town, Bland rode up behind Lim and com- 
menced firing at him with a six-shooter. As 
three shots were heard by pariiles in the 
fields negr by, it is believed that the first shot 
missed, and Cathey turning in his saddle to 
see who it wss,and heforehe had time to 
defend bimself, another shot was fired bv the 
assassip, Which entered his right breast, 
ranged across the body, severing the main 
artery of the heait. Dr. Catney fell from his 
borse,- when it is supposed Bland rode up to 
bis side and fired still another shot, which 
took effect in the back, a little to the right 
otthe spinal calumn. It is -belfeved that 
Catbev was dead when he fell from his 
borse, the wound in his breast killing him 
instsitly. His body was brought to town and 
an inquest held, at which the following addi- 
tional facts were eiicited: 

Earlv Saturday morning Bland went tothe 
house of k. B. Boydston (near where the 
murder was committed) and wanted to trade 
him bis horse. Boydston told himhe 
had nothing to trade with. Bland then of- 
fered to sei! his horseto Boydston. and take 
hali of his pav im shotguns and pistols.. 
Boveston toid him be did not have firearms 
enocughte pag half. Biand then offered to 
sell bimi the horsefor $30 and a six-shooter. 
(Witness testified that the horse was worth 
trom $60to 475.) Boydston bought the horse 
at the price last bamed,when biand buckled 
the pistol around bis waist, mounted the 
horse he had just sold Boydston, and with a 
whoopstsaried on arun after Dr. Cathey, who 
had «a minute before passed the house. Af- 
tershoeoting and killing Dr. Cathey, Bland 
returnedto the bouse, hitched the horse to 
tbe fence, went tothe house and asked Boyds- 
ton for some more bullets. Boydston not 
bauving any more builets, Bland bade bim 
good-by and fled across the iield. Allithe 
circumstances in the case lead tothe belief 
that Boydston Knew Biand intended to kill 
Dr. Cathey. ‘ibe jury brought in a veraict 
of murder in the first degree against Blanc. 

Upon the eflidavit of Dr. W. RR. Biack.war- 
ranis were issucd for the arrest of E. B. 
Boycdston (the one who furnished the pisto!}). 
A. W. M. Reynolds (a cousin of KE. B. 
Boycston, and who was present wien the 
ssie was made), William Bovdston (alsoa 
relative of KE. B. Boydston, and preseotat the 
sale), and Reuben Reynolds, as accessories? 
The four varties charged as accessories were 
teken to Van Buren Saturday oight and lodg- 
ed in jail for safe keeping. They were braught 
down again Monday morning.and an exam- 
ination held before Justice R.A. Davy, who 
bourd them over io await the action of the 
grand jurv, without bai. 

Bland succeedei in making his escape to 
the mountains, but a party, consisting of J. 
(. Betten, Favette Wright, W.A. Cole, 
Douglass Renfree, George Holt. George 
Davis, J. Bo Wright and James Edwards, 
struck his trvil and captured him Monday 
morning on Little Mulbery, near its 
head, sbout a mile and a half from 
the Narrows. There was great excitement 
bere When the news of his_capture was re- 
ceived, and pubiic feeling was worked up to 
such a Cegree that had be been brought to 
towb he would vo doubt have been lynched, 
Deputy Sheriff Davis, with a strong posse, 
wentouttoteke charge of the prisoner, and 
took him iusmediately to Van Buren, avoid- 
ing this place. Lponarriving at Van Buren 
he was taken before Justice J. C. Cuapin, 
“bocommitted himto jail. Au exXamina- 
tion wiil be had to-day. 

The evidence avainust the parties arrested is 
very strorg,andit will go very hard with 
them wheu the case comes up for trial before 
Covrt. Welearn that Bland ba- 
admitted bis crime.

The Refined Woman Who Died tna a 
Weehawken Jail.

A young womand was found wandering over 
the lonesome bighways of Weehawken at an 
unseemly hour Friday night. She was dress< 
ed neatly and there was an airof retinement 
about ber tbat was calculated to attract at- 
tention.

He approached her and ask- 
ed her where she belonged. She looked at 
him with a dazed expression of countenance, 
and then answered ske had come from New 
York City. Hesaw that she was in no con- 
dition to be allowed to roam in sttch a piace 
unattended.and more for the purpose of pro- 
teciipg than of punishing ber, he led. her toe 
the lock-up. 

Christmas eve she was arraigned before 
Justice Strong, the Recorder of the viilage, 
and to him she said that she was a wanderer 
without friends and that she felt very ill. 
“be seemed to be only party sensible of her 
sittiation and’ answered with the manner ofa 
person who had not fui) eontrol of her facul- 
tes. When asked her name she responded: 
‘*Eva Clifton,’? but the. Recorder doubted 
whetber that 4vas really her name ornot. The 
Jnstiee concinded thal the most charitable 
disposition he could make of the case was to 
order her commiiment to the County Jail, 
v bere she could have proper medical atten- 
dance, and a writ directing Jailer Allen te 
seep ber forthe period of thirivy days was 
made out, and Constable llaywardsoon alier- 
ward conducted Ber to the jail. 

Dr. Charies Converse, the Connty Physi- 
cian, saysthat when sbe arrived at the jail 
sje was in a semi-conscious condition, and so 
weak tbat it was found necessary to carry her 
up the stairs to the ward, where she was to 
be centined. He did for her all that medical 
skill couid suggest, but she sank steadily, 
until 2 o’ciock vesterday morning, when she 
died. 

W hile she lay on ber cot inthe prison ward, 
Dr. Converse made repeated attempts te 
learn something from her as to her history, 
but she either would not er could not say 
much to him. She merety told him that she 
bad cowe from New Orieans, but beyond that 
she would say nothing. Dr. Converse is in- 
clined te the belef that the woman’s 
refusal to talk was because of her in- 
ability to coptrol the muscles of articulation. 
He madea superficial examination of the 
body after death. There wasa scar on one 
cheek, but it was an old one that had been 
beajled and there were no other traces of vio- 
ience uponthe hody. From his diagnosis 
he was disposed foe believe that her deatn had 
resulted from privation and exposure to 
cold. 

Later in the davil was learned by Justice 
Sirone that the young woman had been taken 
from New York by aman whois said to be 
ber suitor. Heis alleved to have tuken he 
toa wood-cevered section of Wechawken,ad 
ministered a drug.to her, and then abandon 
edber. Where Justice Strong learned thi 
story is not known, but the police have take 
up the clue, and are now searching for tk 
mao. in view of these iater stories, it 
likely that Dr. Converse will make a mo 
thorough and searching examination of th 
remains.

HAPPY NEW YEAR. 


A Balmy First of J anuary in St. 
Louis. 


A Day of Good Humor, Good Feeling and 
Good Results. 


The first day of 1881 opened with a balmy 
Southern breeze, which enlivened the streets 
and made every one feel that the bright, sun- 
py day was an auspicious aucury of the year. 
Even at an early hour the streets were filled 
with pedestrians, and one of the first points 
which the wayfarer would notice was that 
nearly all the overcoats were unbuttoned and 
were swinging loosely, which denoted 
better than the thermometers the laxity 
of the temperature. In the early 


morning the great part of the citizens in 
motion upon the streets were heading toward 
the saloons, where immense bowls of Tom 
and Jerry and egg-nog material reposed upon 
the counter and exposed their buff beauty to 
the thirsting crowd. **Happy New Year” was 
the phrase constantly afloat in the air, 
and no statistics can give any idea of the éups 
o’ kindness that were drank al! over the city 
for the sake of auld lang syne. Everybody 
was giadto meet everybody else, andthere 
was more Christian kindness about than 
ever was observed in this city before. Not 
alone were good wishes plenty, but 
dood deeds were common. Every newsbov in 
town wished his patronsa Happy New Year 
and received a bonus,ranging betweenadime 
anda half dollarforthesame. After a while 
the dewy freshness was shaken from the Tom 
and Jerry and the gilded youth 
began to bethink themselves of the duties 
of the day. for years and vears the custom 
bas grown in this country of calling upon all 
of one’s acquaintances upon the Ist of Jan- 
uars. Beginning back in the old colony days. 
when we lived under the king, the customjof 
New Year’s callipg bas grown until at the 
present day it bas alithe force of areligious 
ceremony. Everybody calls upon everybody, 
and everybody would feel thata grave siight 
had been put uponthem if everbody did not 
call. Last night and this morning was con- 
sumed by the society young man in arranging 
bis routes. EKachofr the papers published 
lists of the ladies who would receive Calls, 
and these were cailed into requisition and 
marked, and snipped out, and pasted, and 
pored over, and prayed over, and studied, 
and finally committed to the cure 
of the: mnemonic hackman, who is expected 
to have a mina like a college professor for 
adollaranda half aday. ‘The calling began 
ata little after eleven and will continue 
without interruption until fully tento-night. 
The houses were all darkened and the 
cas burners alight, and everywhere an elegant 
lunch was spread in the dining-rooms, 

The callers went in bunches of four asa 
rule. just a hack fnlj, and a great deal of in- 
genuity was displayed in the make up of the 
ecards, which this vear are particularly 
unique and pretty. Theladies as a rude were 
in full dress, and the gentlemenasa rule 
were not. The swaliow-tails were frequent 
but were greatly outnumbered i. by 
the Prince Alberts, the feeling  be- 
ing that New year’s calling was 
a morning custom and should be done 
in morning dress. 
everywhere, the ladies of St. Louis being 
clearly of opinion that their frierds had 
strong enough heads to know what they were 
about, and they seemed to feel that they 
were not called upon to proselytize for the 
blue ribbon movement. 

Tue cailers kept the up-town streets well 
fillec. Carriages, omnibusses, buggies, light 
wagons, Vans, every vehicle in short, except, 
of course, band carts, bad been pressed into 
the new year’s service, and they were 
transferring troups of boisterous and busily 
happy people from house to house. As on 
every New Year’s Day, quite a number of 
adventureus young peop'te called at houses 
where they didn’t Knowa soul, passed the 
coed wishes of the season and _ trotted 
eff to new  ~ypastures, the mistake 
being entirely unsuspected by the callers. 
There were the usual rumber of calls at the 
wrong house made in goodfaith, and these 
were probably the most pleasantof all. They 
badan unexpected, adventitious air about 
them which greatly added to their cordtality. 

Down town business was entirely suspena- 
ed. The gloomy street curs poled up andjdown, 
but nobody psid any particular 
attention to them. Most of the 
people in the business part of town 
bad anair of preoccupation and burry as 
though they were driving through their 
work with the full intent of getting through 
as soon as possible and joining the ranks of 
the revelers in the west north and 
south. At the hotels forlorn strang- 
ers loafed miserably from parior 
to office and from office to parlor, saturated 
with the idea that they hadn’t a friend in the 
world. Each hotel madeaspecial spread 
in honor of the day, the Lindell Hotel and 
Barraum’s being particularly prominent. 
Barpnum?’s Hotel sent out a very pretty menu 
anda numberof special invitations to the 
New Year dinner. 

In the afternoon the business end of town 
was deserted. Eve ybody bad gone home after 
gorging the barber shops and _ letting the 
boot blacks reap a harvest of nickels, the like 
of which never was known in the town.

Burying the Dead at New Orleans.

On account of the flatness of the country in 
and about the city, the dead are mostly 
buried in ovens above the ground, instead of 
in graves dug into the earth. 

There are several very handsome cemeter- 
ies here, andinthem area large number of 
elegant and costly tombs and monuments. 
Around the cemeteries are brick walls about 
ten feet bigh, constructed of brick and ce- 
ment. The walis are tilled with ovens about 
the size ofa large coffin, and in the ovens the 
caskets containing the dead are placed, and 
the mouths or entrances to the ovens are 
plastered up with brick,andcement. These 
walis are filled with the remains of the dead. 
in layers one above another,the full beight 
of the wall. The tombs are stowed with the 
dead in the same way, itbeinga rare occur- 
rence for a person to be buried inthe ground.

Then the usual difficulties arising 
from joint interest commenced. The lawyer 
wanted the jewelry sent on to Boston to be 
appraised, and telegraphed from the Hub 
foi the barberto send the littie case by ex- 
presstohim. The barber could not quite 
see it, and tbe diamonds remained in a 
Fourtb street show window awaiting some 
disposition of the joint owners.
